A PRISON WITHIN A PRISON. 



One of the strangest stories in his- 
tory is that of tlie Man in tho Iron 
Mask, who was imprisoned in France, 
nearly two hundred years ago, by the 
order of King Louis XIV. He died 
in the Bastile in 1703, and from that 
d.ay to this it lins never been found 
out who he really was. 

All sorts of stories have been told 
about the unfortunate man, who not 
only spent so many dreary years in 
prison, but was compelled to have his 
trtce always covered with a mask. 
But no one saw him in an iron one, 
which would have been too horrible. 
Yet the prisoner probably found his 
black velvet covering, fitstenod with 
steel springs, intolerable enough. It 
never was removed. Sleeping or walk- 
ing, in hot weather or cold, sick or well, 
tho suffocating thing had to be worn, 
and it seems a wonder that it did not 
drive him insjine. 

For a long timo this mysterious 
prisoner was confined in different 
prisons on some islands in the Medi- 
terranean, known as the Marguerite 
Islands. He wits removed from thence 
when M. De S.aint Mars, tho Oovernor 
of the state prison there, accepted 
tho Oovcrnorsbip of the B,istile, tho 
great prison of Paris. Ho was carried 
in u close litter, acccmipanied by the 
Governor M. De Saint Mars, and 
several armed men on havscback. 
When .they stojiped for meals, the 
prisoner always sat with his back to 
the window, aud the Governor had 
pistols beside his plato. They \vere 
attended by a single valet, Antonio 
Uu. The servant who waiteii on 
them did not come into the dining- 
room, but tho dishes were taken from 
him and returned in an 'ante-chamber, 
after the dining-room door had been 
carefully oloseiT. 

Poor man! lie was closely watched, 
and he wsvs said to have been richly 
dressed, and served by tho Governor 
himself on bended knee, with dainty 
food on rich silver plate. But what a 
mockery all this outward show of re- 
spect must iiave seemed to a prisoner 
who w.is threatened with' deatli if he 
removed his stiffing mask for a 
moment, or attempted to sjHjak to any 
one expect those wlio had charge of 
him ! 

In spile, however, of the dreadful 
risk he ran, ho did trv, when in the 
fortress of Pignerol, tli ' 
all gloomy places, with 
dashing up against its rot;k\ wall, to 
m.tke his hard fate known to tho outer 



world. He engraved some words on a 
silver plate, -which he threw from the 
window of his dungeon to the narrow 
beach below. A fisherman who was 
passing in a boat saw the glitter of the 
metal, and landed to pick it up. Not 
being able to read the words whicli 
the poor despairing man in the mask 
had written, and thinking it might be 
of great value, the honest fisherman 
gave up his prize to tho keeper of the 
prison. 

Far from receiving any reward, he 
was closely questioned, and escaped 
being put to death only because he 
could not read a word; but be was 
obliged to leave the neighborhood as 
quickly as possible. Two other per- 
sons who found a linen shirt with 
words marked on it, and who were 
not so ignorant as the fisherman, were 
said to have died very soon afterward 
Avithont any apparent cause. 

The man in the iron mask spent 
five years in the famous State Prison 
of tlie Bastile, which Wits destroyed 
by the mob iif the beginning of the 
Prench revolution. For over four 
hundred years this strongest and most 
hopeless of prisons had held men and 
women of all ranks, many of whom 
languished there without the ordinary 
comforts of life, for no crime what- 
ever, but merely to gratify the malice 
of some powerful rival. It has been 
thought that the masked prisoner was 
a twin brother of Louis XIV., whose 
birth was carefully concealed from 
every one outside of tho royal family, 
and that he was disposed of in this 
way to prevent the trouble that would 
arise from two heirs to the throne. 
His life was spared, because if the 
acknowledged heir died it would be 
desirable to produce him as his lawful 
successor. 

He was said to resemble Louis XIV. 
so strongly that it w^ould be danger- 
ous to have his features seen by any 
one, and this led to tho uncomfortable 
mask. A picture of him looking 
through the grated window of his 
cell in the Bastile, with two armed 
soldiei-s watching his slightest move- 
ment, is very sad ; ho could see so 
little, between his mask and the pri- 
son bars, and the guards had orders 
to fire upon him, if he made the 
slightest attempt to attract notice 
outside. 

Many persons who did not believe 
that tho Man in the Iron Mask waa a 
brother of Louis XIV., have tried to 
prove that he waa a Count de M.it- 
tliioli, an agent of the Duke of Man- 
tua, who employed him in some nego- 
tiations with the King of France. 
Tho Count was accused by the Fi-onch 
of having betrayed one of their stale 
secrets ; and the angry monarch im- 
prisoned him for life in a way that ef- 
lectually prevented him from telling 
anything more. 

But the real truth about this most 
unfortunate of prisoners has never 
vet come to light. All we know of 
his death is the following entry taken 
from the journal of Dajunca, the chief 
turnkey of the Bastile. He writes : 
" On Jlonday, the I9th of November, 
1703, the unknown prisoner, who had 
continually worn a black velvet in- ' 
and whom Saint Mars had br. 
with him from the island of Saiuie 
Marguerite, died to-day, about ten 
o'clock in the evening, having been 
yesterday taken slightly ill. Ho had 
been a long timo in M. De S.aiiit 
Mars' bands, and his illness w.is .x- 
ceedingly trifling." 

Wh«u he died in tho Basi-..i < i^ry 
article of clothing and furniture that 
had been used by him was destroyed ; 
and even the walls were scraped for 
fear that ho might have - d 

something on them that \ 11 

the reader who he was. 

How it came that the mask was 
supposed to bo iron, no one knows. 
Some ono who saw him at a distance 
wearing the black thing may have 
fancied that it w»is an instrument of 
torture made of iron, and have so 
described it. It would bo very inter- 
esting, even at this late day, to find 
out who the poor victim of such in- 
human cruelty waa, but it does not 
seem likely, after these years, that the 
world will ever know him by any 
other name than that of the " Miui 
in the Iron Mask." — Ella Rodman 
Cfmrch, in Ilarprr's Voutig People.

Some people will 
conjecture in their minds whether or 
not a foundling hospiUil and a " deaf 
and dumb asylum" are not one and 
the same. We are informed that he 
owns 160 acres of land, on which his 
family lives and prospfrH, that lie is a 
strong, broad-shouldere^I fellow, capa- 
ble of doing any kind of farm work, 
and that he has just purchased 120 acres 
of land near Mound City, Kan , for 
which he paid $400 in hard cash. Is it 
not disgraceful for a man having the 
means and the ability to lead a re 
■pectable and honest life, to lower tlie 
dignity of his cla.«t8 by falsa represen- 
tations and unmanly appeals for pity ? 
Hut, what can we do alwut it T There 
■ will never be a sure method of ridding 
the world of beggars and swindlers 
and impostors.

On Saturday night 
he accompanied Officer Bischoff on lii^ rounds, 
and assisted hira in arresting Iloliert Green, of 
No. 223 West Houston Street, who was diniik 
and disorderly. When the officer brought his pri- 
soner t ) Jefferson Msrkct yesterday ho placed a 
package containing the prisoner's coat-tails on the 
magistrate's desk. "Bum" had inserted his teeth 
in them,«nd as Green tried to escape the coat 
ripfied, and the flaps remained in the dog's poB- 
session.

The prisoner, who is deaf and dumb, handed a 
note to the Justice to inform him that ho was un- 
able U) speak or hear. The following epistolary 
coiivei-sation then passed between the Court and 
the accused : 

"The officer says you were drunk and howling 
in the street. What have yon to say to that '/ " 

" I admit that I was drunk ; but, as I am dumb, 
I can't howl." 

He was fined $10, and Bam langnidly watched 
his prisoner as he was l<;d back to Jail, m default 
of money, to pay his fine. 

A STRANGE CASE. 

KuiK, May 15. — From the bench today Judge 
Oalljraith related the tlirilling cx|jenerice of a 
lad named Ciilhane, an order for whose admission 
to the State Lunatic Asylum he had Just issue/]. 
" The liiiitfiry of this unfortunate youth," said 
the wjurt, "would make an inlcrosting book, 
very similar, if faithfully narrated, to Dickens' 
Oliver Tniit, for his exfierience has been almost 
identical with that of the fictional Oliver and 
Bill Sykes." And then Judge Oalbraith told a 
higlily interested audience some facts, which de- 
monstrated the truth of the adage, " Truth is 
stranger than fiction." The l>oy Culhane is a 
deaf-mute and never had a very strong intellect. 
Some time ago the family, a very poor one, 
l>cgKed the c<jnrt t^i use his influence to secure 
his admission to a deaf and dumb institution 
This was obtained, and by the kindness of the 
railway authorities the lad and his heart-broken 
■ister were given transportation to the distant 
asylum. He had inherited a craving for tobacco, 
and as the rules of the institution prohibited it, 
his inordinat<} appetite for the weed remained 
uiutatisficd. To gratify his api>etite he effected a 
[<«rilous escajK) from the asylum , and succeeded 
In eluding tlio officers sent In search for him until 
a paragraph in a news[>ap<^r gave them a clue. It 
aj^warcd that, after excaping from the asylum, 
he wandere<l about in an aimless way, and, when 
almost exhausted, attracted the attention of a 
brace of burglars who were planning the roblicry 
of a private residenne. To effect an entrance it 
was necessary for s oniall boy to t>e put through 
the window and instrncted to shoot the bolts 
from the inside. Finding the boy pliable aiMl 
weak, they worked n|ion his fears until he con- 
sented. The Oliver Twist act was re-enacted with 
precisely the same results, except the sluioting 
of the lx>y. He was captured, and but for the 
description given in the newsiiaper paragraph 
wwild proljably have \>cAin scnt«?nced for bur- 
glary. He waa released, and finally came back to 
Erie, where, bfyjoming so bad, mentally, it has 
been found necessary for public saffHy to commit 
him to the ma<llion<ie. His friends say the shock 
he received when seized as a burglar caused his 
insanity.— C'tetx-iarW Ij-tuier.

He was the 
oldest son of deaf-niiile parents, by whom he was 
afforded every chance for a good buriiness educa- 
tion, which opiHjituniiies hu so industriously im- 
proved that l.sfore bin majority lie htcime an ex- 
pert drug clerk, and gave promise if his life ha<l 
lieen spared, of a siuxtessf ul business career. Dur- 
ing his sickness, subntivntial Hyinpathy was 
extended to the family by kind friends, and every- 
thing was done to stay the destroyer's hand, hut 
without avail. His parents are both denf and 
dumb, and Jamo.i was their only stay. Cut down 
ill earl}' manhood, his friends Hincciely mourn his 
loss. The funeral was largely attended from 
Trinity (Jliurch, on T'huisday morning. He was 
buried in the new Olenwood Cemetery. 

The following is clipped from the Minncaixilis 
Trihune, and is an extract from an article enti- 
tled "Tlie Athens of the West." Standing 
like a sentinel over tbe city, its imposing dome 
towering far above it^ surrounding educational 
comi>etitors is located the magnificent structure, 
devoted to tbe education of the deaf and dumb. 
It is reported to l;e the finest building in the State, 
its cost, indc|>endeiit of the sixty acres of ground 
it occupies, which was a d<jiiatioii by this city to 
the StHt<!, being something over two hundred 
thousand dollars. The grounds surrounding it 
are heHiitifiilly laid out and well improved. Its 
style of archit^-ctiire is both unique and attractive, 
Ixjiiig a combination of the Tuscan and Doric 
orders, crowned by a mansard roof, in the centre 
of which towers a stately dome, which, when 
viewed from a distance, reminds one of the 
National t^apittjl at Wellington,

Great events have taken place in 
tliiH city during tho past two weeks.

Tho .next event was n panic in tho 
stock market. On Wednesday and 
Thursday, Wall Street was in an up- 
row. Stock broker after stock broker 
failed, and several banks suspended. 

It was at first thought that tho fam 
0U8 panic of 1873 was to bo gone 
over again, but after things had set 
tied down it was found that tho panic 
was only among the stock gamblers, 
and persons engaged in legitimate 
trade were .all right. But nevertheless 
the panic in tbe money market had a 
great effect on other buninesH as could 
Be seen by tho "want" columns in 
tho dailies. In some casos, these ad- 
vertisements having diminished from a 
column or so to only two or three 
inches. 

In this panic, fortunes were swept 
away in an instant, stock took a ter- 
rible rush downward and in some 
cases wont down from 75 to 15, an 
almost iiniiarallelod occurrence. It is 
an fearful lesson to some people, who 
lost thousands of <lollars in this crash 
and will be a terrible blow to stock 
gambling in general. 

As /'nek graphically describes it, 
Wall Street is the Hell Gate of tho 
money market. Men engaged in legiti- 
mate trade sail out on tho sea of 
speculation. They try to steer clear 
of Wall Street, but the siren draws 
then on with alluring stories. Before 
they know it, the nm<l whirlpool has 
caught them and they are drawn on 
tho rocks and, crash ! their ff)rtunes are 
swept away in ontt instant, and ruin 
stares them in the face. In future the 
" lambs " will give the " bulls' and 
" bettrs" a rather wide berth unless 
tlioy have a sufficient surplus of haril 
cash to keej) their Ht(.>ck on the mar 
kct. 
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It is a proverbial expression that

The Kendall base ball men have 
been quite successful so far, havin<^ 
playedeightmatchgames, of which tlioy 
won six.

The i)itch- 
ing of Heck and catching of Lynch, 
and a lino running catch by Dailey on 
first base were the features of the game 
Tlu! score at the end of the seventh 
inning was 2G to 2, and the Waverleys 
were disoonsolale enough, but they 
vow they will return next Thursday 
with all thoir regulars, and teach us 
leather hunting in genuine Waverloy 
stylo. 

The game on Friday with the Col 
umbias, was in i)erfecl contrast with 
that on Wednesday with the Waver- 
leys. The Kendalls had to put in 
three subs to n!|)Iace Heck, Angoll 
and llhodes, while, moreover, 
the position of every other man in the 
nine, except that of l$org on 3d base, 
was changed. These changes told 
severely against them, and though 
they batted well, making ten base hits 
to eleven by the visitors, thoir liolil 
ing was as wretched as it could possi 
biy have been, their errors, some of 
theiu very costly, Buuituing up 26 in 
oil, against 6 by the Columbias.

Isaac Lewis Peet, repeated a sentence, 
which the class, after reading from 
the motion of Dr. Peel's lips, wrote 
upon a blackboard. Tho class then 
repeated tho sentence, pronouncing 
the words so as (o be understood, 
while tlio articulation of one young 
l.ady who was born a muto was quite 
clear and distinct. A class of young 
girls then rendered in the sigii-lan- 
guage the hymn, ' Rock of Ages.' 
Previous to the exhibition, the mem- 
bers of tho Institution elected the fol- 
lowing oflicers for tho ensuing year : 
President. Er.astus Brooks ; First 
Vice-President, Enoch L. Fancher : 
Second Vice-President, Rev. Charles

Just about daybreak on tiie 23d of 
March, 1862, a large traveling drama- 
tic combination arrived in one of our 
thriving western cities to disband for 
the season. In the waiting room of 
the depot the members of the company 
clustered together for a final parting. 
Some of them were going east that 
day ; others had obtained engagements 
in the city for tiic remainder of the 
season, while still others knew not 
wliere to go.
